Lights.  Larry Wagner indicated Councilman Kaner had expressed concern that the lights in 
Community Park Ext. should be changed so that they all match.  Rick Smith will obtain a price 
from NYSEG for this to be accomplished 
 

Golden Shoe Program.  Larry Wagner stated that Dain Linquist, Director of the Eat Well, Play 
Hard Program  requested he be allowed to place (hide) golden shoes in the park for the children 
to find as part of the Golden Shoe Program.  The general consensus of the Parks Commission 
members was it would help the program for the kids and also be good publicity for our parks. 
 

Community Days Storage.   Community Days inquired about the possibility of constructing a 
pole barn for storage in Community Park.  Larry Wagner will invite their representative to a 
Parks Commission meeting to present a proposal. 
 

Community Days Booth.  Community Days received a request from the Southern Tier 
Foodbank to set up a vendor booth at Community Days.  Chairperson Sheila Dilmore will look at 
history and check for policy. 
 

Harris Hill Manor Park.  Beth Dunning expressed interest in the purchase of a climbing toy for 
the park in Harris Hill Manor.  Beth will research this and get back to the Parks Commission 
with the information.
